Pitoniak Announces Intent To Seek Reelection 


Citing the November 1994 election 
as "pivotal" to the future of Michigan, 
State Representative Gregory E. Pitoniak 
recently announced that he will be seek- 
ing reelection to the Michigan House of 
Representatives from the 22nd District. 

"| am concerned about whether the 
voice of the clear majority of 'reasonable 
and rational’ Michigan citizens will be 
heard in Michigan,” said Pitoniak. "The 
well-organized zealots on many issues 
are determined to win in this years elec- 
tion and force a public policy agenda that 
only a relative few of Michigan's citizens 
agree with. | believe it is preferred for me 
to try to represent the views of as many 
of my constituents as possible — both 
workers and businesses, young and old, 
middle-class and poor, women and men. 
! believe that, with my experience and 
dedication, | can provide leadership in 


the Legislature to assure that the views 
of our diverse population are heard.” 
Pitoniak, co-chair of the House Eco- 
nomic Development Committee, believes 
that continuing to strengthen Michigan's 
economy is of-critical importance. 
"We must do more to stimulate new 


job creation — jobs with good wages and 


benefits — and help business respond to 
the demands of a rapidly changing world 
economy dependent onnewtechnology.” 

As an "activist" legislator, Pitoniak is 
proud of his legislative record, particu- 
larly his sponsorship of legislation that 
permitted the issuance of an additional 
$650 million in bonds to fund building 
improvements at Michigan's colleges and 
universities, and his sponsorship of the 


recently enacted 50/50 restaurant non- 


smoking seating requirement. 
He is also generally pleased withthe 


Significant reforms that the Legislature 
and Governor have implemented in the 
area of ourpublic schools’ quality, finance, 
and tax policy: "I will remain vigilant, 
however, to assure that the promises of 
Proposal A are fulfilled for the taxpayers 
and students," he stated. 

A Democrat, Pitoniak is in his sixth 
year aS a member of the House. The 
22nd district includes most of the City of 
Taylor and the entire City of Romulus. 

Pitoniak previously served in several 
professional capacities as an economic 
developer, including as Executive Direc- 
tor of the Economic Development Corpo- 
ration of Wayne County. He was also a 
member of the Taylor City Council from 
'81-'88, including four years as chairman. 

He currently resides in Taylor with 
his wife Denise and their two children: 
Gregory, age 10, and Mallory, seven. 0

Ethics Package Supported by House 
Democrats 

State officials and candidates would 
be required to disclose their income, 
assets, and liabilities under legislation 
(HB 4401) passed by the House this 
month. As part of an overall ethics pack- 
age supported by House Democrats, 
this bill would closely match the disclo- 
sure requirements now in place for mem- 
bers of and candidates for U.S. Con- 
gress. The disclosure would be required 
forincome and assets of $1,000 or more, 
and for liabilities of $10,000 or more. All 
business positions held by the filer would 
have to be included in the disclosure, as 
would any real estate, property, stocks, 
bonds, or other forms of securities val- 
ued at over $1,000. The penalty for fail- 
ing to comply would be $5,000 or less. 
House Panel Approves Bills Further 
Penalizing Litterers 

The House Conservation, Environ- 
ment and Great Lakes Committee report- 
edbills (HBs 4789-4790) imposing higher 
fines for dumping a cubic foot or more of 
garbage on public property. The littering 
bill would allow prosecutors to charge 
violators as civil offenders instead of 
criminal and permit a judge to order 
forfeiture of the vehicle used to transport 
the waste if the intent to litter is proven. 
Seniors Lobby at State Capitol 

On May 18, 1994, thousands of sen- 
iorecitizens from across the State con- 
verged in Lansing to lobby legislators on 
issues pertinent to them as part of Senior 
Power Day. The day was filled with semi- 
nars, personal meetings with represen- 
tatives, and a health fair. This years 
eventwas especially significant because 
Senior Power Day was celebrating 20 
years of legislative influence. 
House Democratic Task Force on 
Violence Will Not Play Games 

Despite admissior’S by members that 
there is no conclusive evidence linking 
video games and child violence, the 
House Democratic Task Force on Vio- 
lence recommended thatthe Legislature 
develop some method for rating video 
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games. That recommendation also in- 
cludes developing methods to keep adult 
video games away from children in ar- 
cades. In addition, the task force en- 
dorses such measures as the gun-free 
school-zone package (HBs 4672-4675), 
gang membership prohibitions (HB 
4433), and legislation holding gun-own- 
ers responsible for injuries resulting from 
child access to weapons (HB 5231). 
Firefighters Urge Campfire Safety 

Wildfire officials are urging everyone 
to be especiaily careful with campfires 
and other outdoorfires inupcoming days. 
Most areas of the State have dried out 
after the spring rains and snow, making 
the fire dangervery high. Keepcampifires 
small and never leave them unattended 
— even for a moment. Completely extin- 
guish all campfires before leaving them 
by using plenty of water. Soil alone will 
not put out a campfire; wind can blow soil 
away and scatter burning embers, Caus- 
ing a wildfire. Douse everything with 
water, stir, and wet unburned pieces 
again.

Dear Neighbors, 


As you know, I've been spending a lot of time looking at the way 
the City of Romulus is spending our tax dollars. We at V.O.T.E.S. 
thoroughly examine how the City spends each of our hard-earned 
tax dollars. We want to see that every dollar spent is spent 
efficiently, with the maximum benefit for all Romulus residents. 


We all clip coupons, shop at sales, and the like, but do we really 
question if our city is spending our tax dollars efficiently, making 
them goas far as possible? We must. Every Romulus citizen has a 
stake in the outcome. Every Romulus citizen should have his or 
her opinions heard by the City. We at V.O.T.E.S. are working very 
hard to see that happen, but we need your help. 


The "fund balance" is the City's version of a savings account. The 
July 1, 1993, fund balance was $1,958,472. On July 1, 1995, the City 
plans to have only $41,406. Themayor reports, "In order to balance 
this budget, revenues require a supplemental amount of $800,000 
from fund balance." Revenues haven't kept pace with expenses, so 
the City is using our savings to make up the difference. 


Even this may not be enough. In her cover letter to the 1994-95 
budget, the mayor admits the need for "substantial revision of this 
document, up to and including a reduction in work force or 
hours." Except for this brief statement in the budget, why has the 
City not told us about the need to cut services and make big 
changes to the budget? Why are we, the citizens and taxpayers, 
not better informed? We would like to see more public discussion 
between the Mayor and Council about this and other financial 
matters. 


It's very common to spend this savings when times get bad and 
build it up when times are good. Will this money run out before 
things get better? When does the City expect things to get better 
so that we can rebuild our savings? Leaving only $41,406 in 
savings doesn't leave many options if the City's estimate on the 
economic turnaround is wrong. An unforeseen emergency could 
wipe this out in a couple of days. 


The City itself states in the budget, "A stronger [fund] balance is 
required to enhance the City's bond rating and cash flow," but yet 
the City is spending this money. Bad bond ratings mean much 
higher interest rates on loans and more of our taxes going straight 
to interest, not important services - like EMS, fire, and police 
protection. 


If we don't have any savings to supplement the budget in years to 
come, as was done this year, the City will be forced to borrow, at 
a high rate of interest, or raise taxes substantially. Is this the most 
efficient plan of action? When will the City stop spending our 
savings and start to rebuild them? These questions need solid 
answers. 


V.O.T.E.S. needs your support and your help to make Romulus 
more financially efficient and a better service provider.

Thus, they will be returning as seniors to 
share their many experiences with their 
classmates next year. 

The 1994 Girls' State Program is 
designed as a practical experience in 
problems of self-government as oper- 
ated within the State of Michigan. The 
purpose of the program is to emphasize 
the importance of governmentin modern 
life; to stimulate a deep and lasting inter- 
est in government; and to enlarge the 
students’ understanding of the govern- 
mental process. 

The basic method used by the Girls’ 
State Program to achieve these goals is 
that of actual participation in the political 
and governmental process. Care has 
been taken to design the Girls' State 
Program so that every student may par- 
ticipate in the electoral process; have an 
opportunity to hold public office; and be 
encouraged to share in the formulation 
of public policy. Since no one person can 
serve in all offices of government, it is 
expected that a great deal willbe learned 
by observation of the activities of others. 
It is hoped that the young citizens will 
leave Girls' State with a mature appre- 
ciation of some of the basic strengths 
and weaknesses of the American sys- 
tem of government. It is hoped, further,

that they will leave with a firm resolution 
to make government a more effective 
and responsible servant of the people. 

Upon arrival at Girls' State, each girl 
is assigned to a mythical political party, a 
county, and a city. There are seven such 
mythical counties, each composed of 
three cities. 

The citizens nominate and elect vari- 
ous city, county, and State officials. They 
are instructed in the duties of the various 
public offices, including the State Su- 
preme Court, the Legislature, and other 
divisions of government, as well as the 
functioning of each office and its powers 
and limitations. 

Apress association, lobbyist organi- 
zations, andother special-interest groups 
are also popular activities at a typical 
Girls' State Program. 

Later, two "senators" from Michigan's 
Girls' State Program will be selected to 
attend Girls’ National, which will be held 
in Washington, D.C., later this summer. 
Girls' National is a citizenship program 
concerned with the processes of the 
Federal government. The annual climax 
to the Girls' State Program has been held 
in the Nation's capital for one week each 
summer since 1947. 

To be eligible, acandidate must be a 
citizen of the United States; be able to 
attend the full nine-day session; be com- 
pleting her junior year of high school; and 
be a Michigan resident attending a Michi- 
gan high school. 

Selection is based on each girl's 
interest, character, and potential abili- 
ties. Also considered are teacher recom- 
mendations and academic record.

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Chemical Awareness Week Promotes Safety Precautions 


By Margaret Leduc, Emergency Man- 
agement Director forthe City of Romulus 

We have come a long way! 

In 1986, the Federal government 
passed the Superfund Amendments and 
Reauthorization Act, commonly known 
as SARA, under which chemical aware- 
ness came to the forefront of everyone's 
attention. The act makes companies re- 
lease information not only with regard to 
their use, storage, and production of 
chemicals, but concerning several as- 


pects related to those chemicals, as well. 


Workers are to be informed about the 
chemicals with which they come into 
contact in the work place; the dangers of 
those chemicals if spilled or misused; 
how to treat (medically) and clean up 
spills; how to put out fires; and what type 
of protective gear they should wear, if 
necessary. 

Americans have become more con- 
scious of the effects of chemicals in their 
lives. You will now see employees of 
fertilizer companies applying their prod- 
ucts while wearing gloves and safety 


glasses. And it is now commonplace for 
companies to provide employees with 
safety classes — everything from simple 
fire-extinguisher training to extensive 
courses onhazardous materials, depend- 
ing upon the extent of the chemicals 


_used in the facility. This training allows 


companies to prevent small incidents 
from becoming larger incidents. _ 

Chemical Awareness Week is May 
15 through May 21. Chemical aware- 
ness is necessary in the work place and 
in the home environment. In keeping 
with the purpose of Chemical Awareness 
Week, here are some tips about what to 
do in the case of a hazardous-materials 
incident. 


> If you witness a hazardous-materials 


accident, spill, or leak, immediately 
Call 9-1-1. 

° Stay away from the incident site in 
order to minimize your chances of 
contamination. 

e lf you are caught outside during an 
incident, try to stay upstream, uphill, 
and upwind — hazardous materials 


can quickly be transported by water 
and wind. 

e lf you are in a motor vehicle, close off 
ventilation and shut your windows. 
This will reduce the possibility for 
contamination or inhaling the hazard- 
ous material. 

e If you are asked to evacuate, do so 
immediately. Before leaving your 
home or office, be sure to close win- 
dows, shut vents, and turn off attic 
fans to minimize contamination. The 
Romulus schools willbe used as shel- 
ters. You will be instructed or how to 
proceed to the correct school. 

e Incertain circumstances, you will be 
requested to stay indoors rather than 
evacuate. If that occurs, strictly follow 
all instructions given by emergency 
authorities. To reduce the possibility 
of toxic vapors entering your home, 
seal all entry routes as efficiently as 
possible. Close and lock the windows 
with wet towels and duct tape. Seal 
any gaps around window air-condi- 
tioning units, bathroom and kitchen 


exhaust-fan grills, and stove anddryer 
vents with tape and plastic sheeting, 
wax paper, or aluminum wrap. Close 
all fireplace dampers and as many 
internal doors as possible in homes 
or other buildings. Turn off all ventila- 
tion systems, including furnaces, air 
conditioning, vents, and fans. If you 
suspect that gas or vapors have en- 
tered the building, take shallow 
breaths through a cloth or towel. Final- 
ly, remain in protected, interior areas 
of the building where toxic vapors are 
reduced. Keep your radio with you. 
e Avoid contact with any spilled liquid 
materials, airborne mist, orcondensed 
solid chemical deposit. 
¢ Avoid eating or drinking any food or 
water which may be contaminated. 
e If you learn that you will be sheltering 
indoors, quickly fill up your bathtub or 
large containers and turn off the in- 
take valve to your home.
